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Koop: Patients must lead 
health care revolution 


Former U.S. surgeon general speaks at SIUE

Baby boomers will be the saviors of 
America’s vexing health care system woes, Dr. 
C. Everett Koop said. 

They are the ones whose insatiable thirst for 
knowledge and information will cause the 
pendulum to swing back toward the middle 
from the excesses of the modern managed care 
system, he said. 

The former U.S. surgeon general spoke 
Saturday night as the first speaker of Southern 
Illinois University at Edwardsville’s Arts and 
Issues series. His topics ranged from what to 
do about smoking to incredible costs of medical 
education. 

But his primary concern was the course of 
U.S. health care and what needs to be done to 
preserve the “‘heart’’ of the health care system 
— the doctor-patient relationship. 

He said his remarks were not intended to be 
a criticism of the negative aspects of managed 
care. There are Some posliive aspects, he said, 
but managed care could make better the 
doctor-patient relationship. 

“The demands for economic efficiency will 
mean that doctors will be forced to spend less 
and less time with each patient, and this will

have corrosive effect on doctor-patient 
relationship at a time where medicine is more 
complicated that ever before and patients want 
to know more than every before,’’ Koop said 

“This creates a dangerous conflict of interest 
between the doctor and patient and threatens 
to eradicate what little trust remains between 
physician and patient today,” he said. 

The public is becoming increasingly 
distressed by stories of physicians who have 
spent one third of their lives in education and

It won't be hard to recognize 
Hanson as he leads the 70 or 
so ‘‘hound’’ balloons on the 
late afternoon airborne romp 
Not only will he be at the helm 
of the only balloon with pink 
bunny ears, he'll also be 
wearing the biggest grin in the 


crowd 

“Tt's not an easy balloon to 
fly, but it’s worth it when you 
see the reactions we get 
everywhere we go,” said 
Hanson, a two-time Kentucky 
Derby Festival Balloon Race 
winner. ‘Besides our ground 
crew following us, we always 
end up with a line of people 
chasing us from the ground.’” 

Just before 5 p.m., Hanson 
will take to the wind from 
Forest Park's northwest corner 
to kick off the race between 
the hounds and the hare. 

Hanson, who began flying 
balloons in 1975, will expertly 
pilot the towering balloon to an

“Every weekend is taken until we Start ringing bells in 
November,” he said. ‘I wish we could go out in front of the 
stores — I have people who would be willing to do it, but 
right now there are so many other groups that are doing 
other kinds of drives."’ 

Instead, the pantry relies on smaller donations and 
.fovernment commodities. 

“We've literally had to send people home because we didn’t 
have food to give them,”’ Colip said. ‘That's what we have 
this afternoon, people we sent home this morning waiting for 
these commodities to come in so we at least had something to 
put in food baskets.” 

While the commodities will allow them to help more people, 
the food will not last long 

“The need is greater,’’ he said. 

To cut costs, he said they’ve cut the number of times 
people can receive food baskets from once per month to once 
every two months, but they are still running short 

“We had a food drive two weeks ago on a Saturday,”’ he 
said. ‘‘We probably got 40 cases of food that was gone in four 
days, but before that, we were turning people away. 

“J don’t think I feel worse than when we tell them we can’t 
help them, especially knowing they have children at home 
and these kids are not going to eat well until we have some 
food to help them with,”’ he said. ‘‘The Salvation Army 

along with a couple of others — are kind of the last bastion of 
hope. 

“Most people don't come here because they want to, they 
come here because they have to,’’ he said. ‘‘When they come 
to the place where they’re supposed to get some help and 
can’t get help, they lose hope, too.’”

In the’ 1995 case, Davis stands accused of 
sexually abusing a 6-year-old boy. The court 
date just didn’t come soon enough 

Davis, 35, of Collinsville, last week was 
charged in Madison County with seven counts 
of predatory criminal sexual assault of a child 
On Monday, Collinsville police said they have 
enough information to seek at least one more 
count and are anticipating even more charges 
before their investigation ends. 

“We’re estimating at a minimum there are 
30 to 50 kids (abused by Davis),’’ Collinsville 
Police Detective Sgt. Dave Roth said. ‘‘I don’t 
think we’ll ever know how many kids were 
actually molested."’ 

That’s due in part to the fact that, since 1989, 
Davis has worked in a variety of jobs that 
would give him free access to children. They 
include the Clinton Manor in New Baden 
(1989), an unspecified specialized living center 
for the’ mentally handicapped (1991), the St 
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Clair County Associated Vocational Enterprise 
(1988-90), the Epilepsy Foundation of South- 
western Illinois (1992) and am Arby’s restau- 
rant in Ladue, Mo., last year. 

St. Clair County State’s Attorney Robert Hai- 
da said the whole matter is ‘‘very frustrating” 
at best 

“Our position is he should never have been 
released on bond,”’ Haida said. 

Within days of his arrest on May 10, 1995, a 
motion for reduction of bond was filed. Associ- 
ate Judge Richard Aguirre granted the motion, 
dropping Davis’ bond from its original $100,000 
to $20,000. Davis was released a day later. 

Haida said the St. Clair case has been 
delayed many times, mostly by the defense. 
There was some legitimate leave time for a 
psychiatric evaluation of Davis, whose fitness 
to face the charge was questioned, and for a 
hearing on motions regarding evidence. 

“This is an example of the very dangerous 
circumstances that can exist when a case is 
delayed for an extraordinary amount of time,” 
Haida said 

The Madison County charges stem from inci- 
dents involving two Collinsville boys over the 
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an allegedly abused at least 30 area boys 


summer. Three counts stem from assaults on 
an ll-year-old boy that helped break the case, 
and the other four are from incidents involving 
a 12-year-old companion. 

The case broke last Thursday when Collins- 
ville police were called to a burglary in prog- 
ress at Davis’ home in the 400 block of Sout 
Chestnut at about 2 a.m. An officer found a 
woman trying to crawl into a window. 

When the woman was confronted, she told 
the officer she knew the owner and her 1l-year- 
old son was imside the home. The woman left 
the scene — and her son behind — after Davis 
gave her money for a taxi. 

But Officer Richard Barrett knew something 
was wrong when he noticed that Davis’ car fit 
the description of a vehicle whose driver had 
attempted to lure children inside just days 
before 

Barrett discovered the boy and other suspi- 
cious evidence in Davis’ bedroom. 

The boy told police he had been assaulted by 
Davis on three occasions and gave them the 
name of the 12-year-old victim 

Since the story broke, Collinsville police have 
had at least a dozen calls from other potential 





victims. At least two of them are young adult$, 
ages 19 to 20, Roth said. 

Another call may have put Davis’ offenses as 
far back as 1985. 

“‘A woman said he used to baby-sit her five 
children then,’’ Roth said. 

Davis, a Red Bud native, frequently changed 
residences and appearance. While his arrest 
photo taken last week shows him as a clean- 
shaven blond, a photo from two years ago 
shows a dark-headed Davis with a mustache 

Police suspect there are many other victims 
all over the area because Davis has moved 
several times since 1991, jumping from loca- 
tions in O’Fallon, Belleville and Shiloh to Col- 
linsville, Lenzburg and New Baden. 

Roth said it is important that past victims 
contact police. 


Police have said that Davis used movies, vid- 
eo games, jewelry and other items to lure his 
victims and to warm up to parents 


“It could be as small as an ice cream cone 
or as big as a bicycle or gold chain,” Roth said

For example, the patient can 
read and reread information 
from the physician until its 
absorbed. 


© Nutrition and prevention 
is needed. 


Finally, Koop said, every 
patient-physician encounter 
should include an information 
exchange on nutrition and 
preventative medicine. 

The push for change 
ultimately will come from the 
patients themselves, Koop 
said. 


Baby boomers, who are 
turning 50 at the average rate 
of one every 7.6 seconds, Koop 
said, value their health and 
their lifestyles.

In a span of less than two

violence 

With more than 30 million 
homes in the United States 
owning a firearm, the need for 

proper education has never 
been more apparent. Madison 
County Sheriff Bob Churchich 
asks owners to exercise 
extreme caution — particularly 
in households with children 

Although the recent high 
school killings are rare, 
research indicates that 8 
percent of all U.S. high school 
students admit to carrying a 
gun within the past month. 
Considering that it only takes 
one person to injure or kill 
another, this is an alarming 
statistic. 
rents to some degree 
Ve control over children 
sing guns within their 
mes,’’ Churchich said 
“However, it’s an entirely 
different story when their child 
is in school or at a friend’s 
house. For some reason, 
parents are uncomfortable 
raising the question with other 
parents about the presence of 
gutis. This feeling may result 
from an unfamiliarity with 
guns and the misguided belief 
that keeping a gun at home is 
a private issue.”’ 

In an effort to reduce 
injuries and gun-related deaths 
to individuals in the family, 
Churchich suggests taking the 
following safety precautions: 


























® Educate your family. 
Teach children never to touch 
a,firearm without supervision 
and immediately to tell an 
adult if they find a gun. 


© Don’t become trapped into 
believing t because you live 
in a small rural area that guns 
are less accessible. 





®. Teach children how to 
constructively handle 
psychologicai pressures. It is 


becoming increasingly 
common for kids to carry guns 
as a means of relieving Stress. 


© Have the courage to 
openly discuss guns with other 
parents. Ask them if they have 
a gun in their home with the 
same confidence you would 
ask if they have seat belts in 
their car. 


© Every gun owner should 
carefully consider the reason 
for having a gun. If there is no 
compelling need, remove the 
gun from your home. Statistics 
show that firearms increase, 
not decrease, the danger to 
your family 


© If you own firearms, 
carefully consider where to 
store them. Hall closets, night 
stands, dresser drawers and 
other traditional places are 
often where criminals,

© Store guns unloaded, 
locked up and with a lock on 
the trigger. Consider a lock 
box for handguns and store all 
ammunition separately. 


© Never handle a gun when 
under the influence of alcohol 
or drugs.

It may not sound tough, but 
Hanson assures it takes a lot

“Flying a balloon, especially 
the bunny balloon, is a lot like 
playing a chess match,” he 
said. ‘‘Every move you make 
affects what you’re going to do 
later on. You have to be 
focused 

Hanson’s appreciation for 
ballooning began in 1974 
During halftime at a Vianney 
High School football game, 
Hanson marveled as a hot-air 
balloon took off. He was 
hooked for life 

“T called up the Federal 
Aviation Administration and 
asked about getting a 
ballooning license,” he said 
took my first lesson in 1974 
and entered my first race in 
1976.’" 

Most people ask him to 
describe the feeling of being 
suspended in mid-air from a 
hot-air-filled bunny balloon 
Hanson said a verbal 
description doesn’t do the 
feeling justice. 

“If you closed your eyes 
while we were on the ground, 
you could open your eyes and 
be 1,000 feet off the ground and 
not feel a thing,” he said. ‘‘It’s 
not like going up on an 
elevator; it’s a unique 
sensation. It has to be 
experienced.” 

The view of the city from the 
balloon's basket leaves an 
indelible impression on all who 
ride, Hanson said 

“St. Louisans love the 
balloon race,”’ he said. ‘‘When 
you look down, people are 
outside barbecuing, having a 
party or people on their roofs, 

ut everybody's waving.’’ 

The pre-race festivities begin 
Friday at 7 p.m. with the 
annual ‘‘Balloon Glow.’’ Many 
of the ‘“‘hound’”’ pilots will 
inflate their balloons and ignite 
their burners to create a 
breathtaking glow near the 
World’s Fair Pavilion. 

“Tf you haven't been to the 
‘glow" the night before the 
race, you should treat 
yourself,’’ Hanson said 

Last year, more than 130,000 
balloon watchers witnessed the 
race, making the St. Louis 
event the best attended 
single-day balloon race in the 
country, Hanson said.

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83-year-old camper still wins the bo 


He’s seven decades their senior, but 
as Alfred Hare tools around 
Keewaydin’s-grounds in his motorized 
wheelchair, the boys greet him 
eagerly. 

“Hey, Waboos!”’ they call out 
“How’s it goin’, Waboos?”’ 

Between puffs on his pipe (‘‘It 
makes me look like a sage,’’ he 
jokes), Hare returns the greetings. 
‘Are they ready to go out on another 
four-day canoe trip, he asks? 

Hare is 83 years old. He first came 
to the Keewaydin Camp for Boys in 
the summer of 1923; his mother put 
the 8-year-old boy on a train from 
New York to Rutland, Vt., for his 
first summer at the camp on Lake 
Dunmore. 

“I don’t want to fo." he said, as 
his mother pushed him gently 
through a gate toward the train. But 
by the time he’d reached Vermont, 
he’d befriended a fellow passenger 
and camper. A lifetime of Keewaydin 
friendships had begun. 

He’s been back every summer 
since, ‘‘except when I went over to 
take care of that Hitler fellow.” He 
rose from camper to counselor or 





“staffman,” as they're called at 
Keewaydin — to camp director, when 
he joined with two partners to buy 
the place in 1946. - 

Today, he is slowed a bit by 
arthritis in his hips, but his voice is 
still firm and clear and slightly 
patrician. He is universally known 
around camp as ‘‘Waboos’”’ — 
Algonquin for “‘little white rabbit,”’ a 
name the small boy with light blond 
hair acquired as a camper in the 
1920s 

The name Keewaydin comes from 
Longfellow’s “Hiawatha,” and is said 
to mean “‘spirit of the northwest 
wind.’’ With its rustic, dark-brown 
buildings, white man’s adaptation of 
American Indian culture and reliance 
on outdoor adventures simply 
pursued, the place is a throwback to 
a time before Nintendo and theme 
parks and MTV. 

Its slogan is ‘‘Help the other 





“We have some guys here whose 
fathers came here, and their fathers 
came here and their fathers came 
here. It sets up a legacy that’s like a 
family.’ 

The emphasis is on “tripping.” 
After basic training in canoeing and 
wilderness skills, the youngest 
campers, generally 8-10, are taken on 
four-day canoe and camping trips. 

From there the excursions get 
progressively more adventurous: By 
the time they're in their midteens, 
Keewaydin boys often make 
weeks-long trips into the wilds of 
northern Quebec 

It’s an idea that dates to what is 
widely credited as America’s first 
summer camp: The Gunnery, 
founded during the Civil War by 
Frederick Gunn of Connecticut, was 
built around canoe and hiking 
excursions to Maine 

Simple things like dividing up the 











northern end of Lake Dunmore in 
west-central Vermont were set up in 
1910, just 13 years before Waboos 
arrived.

Study dismisses connection between 
aluminum cookware, Alzheimer’s 


When it was discovered in the 1970s that many Alzheimer’s 
patients had high levels of aluminum in their brains, aluminum 
pans suddenly were a source of worry for many cooks. But, do 


we still need to be concerned? 


After years of study, the National Institutes of Health andthe 
Alzheimer’s Association both have ruled out the connection 
between aluminum and Alzheimer’s disease. It. now is believed 
that the high levels of aluminum found in the brains of many. 
Alzheimer’s patients may have been caused by something in the 
brain itself, and not by an overload of aluminum in the body: 

It is true that some aluminum does leach out from aluminum 
pans into your food, especially by acidic foods, like tomato 
sauce. However, the amount of leaching is very, very small. For 
example, the amount of aluminum in spaghetti sauce cooked in 


an aluminum pan for three hours and 
it increased from 2.5 milligrams to 7.5 milligrams

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Workshops focus on grieving kids

Family Hospice and St. Elizabeth’s Hospital 
has teamed up to offer community workshops 
focused on helping grieving children 

Family Hospice Social Services Director 
Diana Cuddeback said the workshop offers 
children and caregivers an opportunity to 
discuss loss, learn coping techniques and 
understand their grief in a non-threatening 
setting. 

The workshops are part of the Hospice 
Heartlinks Program, implemented earlier this 
year to fill a void the agency discovered in 
grief support resources for children in the 
Metro East. 

Cuddeback said there are many support 
groups, counseling services and educational 
resources for adults who are dealing with the 
death of a spouse, child or other family 
member. 

“These resources are inappropriate for kids 
and too often, the unique needs of kids are 
simply overlooked,’? Cuddeback said. 

Kate Owens, 19, of Lebanon, lost her father 
when she was 15. Owens, who has been 
volunteering for Hospice since her father’s 
death, said the children’s grief program 
would have helped her family 

“It would have helped my brother, Mark. 
He is just now getting over it,’’ Owens said. 

Owens said she might have been scared at 
the time to talk in a group session 

Cuddeback said that is why the first 
meeting with the social worker takes place in 
the home 

‘*‘We go to the house and meet the family 
and weave the grieving process in,’’ she said 
“It's the first step in getting them to a 
group.”’ 

Recalling the time period after her father’s 
death, Owens said the program would have 
helped her family communicate and 
understand the impact it had on each family 
member 

“It’s hard to talk to each other about it,”’

Julie Pietroburgo, a spokesperson for 
Family Hospice, said Hospice received a 
grant in 1997 from the Ronald McDonald 
House.

“That’s what got us started,’’ Pietroburgo 
said. ‘‘We are in the stage of wanting to get 
the word out about the program.” 

The lending library at the Family Hospice 
office offers many books and videotapes for 
children dealing with loss. The program also 
provides training sessions for teachers, 
clergy, counselors and anyone who would like 
to better understand how to help grieving 
children. 

Cuddeback said normal kids who are doing 
normal things and aren’t showing any 
problems could still be hurting inside. 

“Kids don’t have to be having problems to 
need help,” she said 

The grief workshop was held in May at 
Anderson Hospital and Cuddeback said the 
event went well 


“We had good feedback,”’ she said 
Cuddeback said the Heartlinks program is 
not designed to take the place of a counselor 


The program, called ‘‘Good Grief, an 
Interactive Learning Experience for Children 
Ages 6-12 and Adults Coping with Grief and 
Loss by Death,”’ is a workshop to be held at 
6:30 p.m. Sept. 21 at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital 
in Belleville. There is no charge for 
attending, but those interested are 
encouraged to register early by calling 
277-1800. There will be a dinner at 6:30 and 
activities and discussion will be from 7-8:30 
p.m., Cuddeback said

Processed apple juice 
safe when pasteurized

Whether sipping cider 
through a straw or simply 
enjoying hot mulled cider 
at a tailgate party, 
pasteurized apple juice is 
the drink to choose. 


About 98 

of all 
juices sold in the U.S. are 
pasteurized and juice 
products are generally safe 
and nutritious. Most major 
orchards sell only 
pasteurized juices. 

However, the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
estimates up to 40,000 cases 
of juice-related illnesses 
from fresh, unpasteurized 
juices occur each year. 

New regulations require 
fresh, unpasteurized juices 
be clearly labeled. 

Juice that is not 
pasteurized or that has.not 
received comparable 
treatment must carry this 
label: “WARNING: This 
product has not been 
pasteurized and, therefore, 
may contain harmful 
bacteria that can cause 
serious illness in children, 
the elderly and persons 
with weakened immune 
systems.”’ 

Retail sellers of juice for 
consumption on-site, such 
as restaurants and juice 
bars, will be exempt from 


this labeling requirement. 

Only pasteurized juice 
should be served to 
children and older adults, 
because these groups are 
most vulnerable to 
juice-borne illness 

Cider processors typically 
use three to five or more 
different apple varieties to 
give their cider maximum 
taste appeal. 

Red Delicious is the 
standard variety that gives 
cider sweetness, while 
Jonathan and McIntosh 
apples often are added to 
provide a background effect 
of tartness and bite. Cider 
also may include such 
varieties as Ida Red, 
Rome, Golden Delicious, 
Empire, Winesap, Northern 
Spy or Paula Red. 

A blend of varieties 
makes the best-quality 
apple juice. For best 
results, buy fresh juice 
from a local cider maker 
within 24 hours after it has 
been pressed. 

Refrigerate juice 24 to 48 
hours. Without mixing, 
carefully pour off and save 
the clear liquid and discard 
the sediment. Strain clear 
liquid through a paper 
coffee filter or double 
layers of damp cheesecloth. 

Heat the liquid quickly, 
stirring occasionally, until 
juice begins to boil.

Audi's use of aluminum in A8 charts new waters

Engine:

Audi’s A8 speaks 
in hushed tones. It 
proclaims its luxury 
in a whisper, not a 
shout, and that’s 
particularly notice- 
able outside, where 
the exterior is a 
model of under- 
statement.

Despite its dis- 
creet looks, the A8&

n loy outer body pan- 
els. Audi claims this ground-breakin; 
design is 40 percent lighter than steel, yet 
says the outer body panels are more dent 
resistant than steel, which runs counter to 
conventional wisdom 

The space frame concept has more in 
common with aircraft construction. It com- 
bines extruded sections and complex cast- 
ings, fastened together in new ways, and 
that resulted in structural rigidity that Audi 
says is 40 percent greater than a steel uni- 


ly. 

If tech talk bores you, all you need to 
remember is this: A lighter, stronger body 
structure has immense benefits. The car is 
bigger without weighing more, it handles 
responsively without feeling bulky and the 
space frame dampens noise and vibration. 


The A8 comes in-two configurations: 
front-wheel drive and quattro, or all-wheel 
drive. Both cars are powered by dual-over- 
head cam (DOHC), 32-valve aluminum V- 
8s. The front-wheel version gets a 3.7-liter 
unit, while the quattro’s is 4.2-liters. The 4.2 
quattro starts at $65,000, while the 3.7 
begins at $57,400 

The smaller engine puts out 230 horsepow- 
er, while the larger one has 300. Audi says 
the 3.7 hits 60 mph in 8.3 seconds, while the 
4.2 does it in 6.9 

This is a review of the front-wheel-drive 
model with the 3.7-liter engine. 

From a practical perspective, most driv- 
ers will not notice or take advantage of the 
arger engine’s slightly quicker acceleration 
to 60 mph. That just isn’t what cars like this 
are about. What drivers care about is blend- 
ing into freeway traffic with ease and hav 
ing more than adequate power for passing 
on two-lane roads. The 3.7 certainly does 
both well. 

The key difference between the 3.7 and 
the 4.2 is the lack of Audi’s popular quattro 

drive system. In b: weather, all- 
wheel-drive is a distinct advantage, but not 
one for which everyone will want to pay 
when front-wheel drive functions quite well 
on its own. Let the frequency of inclement 
weather be your guide. 

The transmission is a five-speed automat- 
ic with Tiptronic shifting. Tiptronic is a 
dual-mode system that allows the driver to 
move the gear lever to the right and shift 
up and down manually. 

Out on the road, the A8 doesn’t feel cur 
bersome despite the fact it is a full-size car 
with a 113-inch wheelbase. I attribute most 
of its liveliness to the aluminum construc- 
tion and its correspondingly lighter weight. 


Massive disc brakes, with standard anti- 
lock, haul it down from speed 

From my perspective, I would choose the 
ear driven here because we have moderate 
weather most of the year and because the 
standard traction control and locking differ- 
ential give it sure footing on slippery roads 
Best of all, it costs less, although to buyers 
in the premium class that is probably less a 
factor. 

Just as the A8’s aluminum exterior is 
understated, so is the interior. Burled wal- 
nut abounds, adding warmth to the function 
al dash and leather upholstery. Brushed 
aluminum trim surrounds the gear shift 
lever and adds a high-tech touch. Audi says 
the organically tanned Nappa leather was 
created to be soft. Seats have 14 power 
adjustments. 

nstrumentation consists of large dials, lit 
red at night, and a stereo system that has 
concert-quality sound but too many confus. 
ing. buttons. 

he A8 has six standard air bags, two in 
front and one side bag for each front and 
rear passenger 

A foldin; 2y contains a radio-controlled 
remote locking transmitter that also acti 
vates the driver’s memory settings for the 
steering wheel, mirrors and seat. 

In back, the rear seat has generous leg 
room and an optional power lumbar adjust 
ment. 

Most cars in the premium segment follow 
much the same pattern, but Audi, with its 
all-aluminum construction and front-wheel- 
drive, has embarked on a different path. 

The base price is $57,400. The standard 
warranty is for four years or 50,000 miles.

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Follow these tips to keep animals from your garden 





As most gardeners learn 
sooner or later, one person’s 
flower fantasy is just a free 
feast to some furry fiend 

Animal pest problems occur 
in all seasons of the garden, 
but fall and spring are peak 
periods for plunder. Luckily 
these seasons, and fall in 
particular, are also the best 
times for beleaguered 
gardeners to mount a defense 
against foraging four-legged 
gourmands such as deer, 
squirrels, rabbits, voles, moles 
and other assorted animal 
pests 

In fall, a good garden 
clean-up tops’the list of animal 
deterrents. After fall bulb 
planting, remove planting 
debris to rob squirrels of scent 
clues. It’s scent, after all, that 
guides them to their hidden 
stashes and to yours! They’re 
not relying on such memory 
cues as ‘three hops from the 
big tree on the left.”’ 

Also consider mulch. Mulch 
is useful to help retain soil 
moisture and maintain more 
constant cool soil 
temperatures. Apply mulch 
after weather turns cold. To 
mulch too soon only satisfies 
small creatures, who find 
earth-warmed mulch a great 
cozy place for winter tunneling 
and nesting

Deer are the greatest threat 
in the spring when, after a 
hungry winter, they look for 
anything green, young and 
tasty 

Rabbits have long been the 
vegetable gardener’s nemesis, 
but they’re happy to taste-tes 
anything new and tender 
looking. Even if they reall 
don’t love something, they $ 
might chew on it for awhile to 
make sure. 

Squirrels and chipmunks are 
particular pests at fall flower 
bulb planting time. Count on 
them to promptly RSVP to fall 

rden parties serving tulip, 
lily or crocus bulbs but not 
daffodils which have a terrible 
taste. Especially popular are 
gardens littered with 
bulb-scented debris, those little 
bags, the papery skins, and 
other tantalizing things 

Special fans of tree and 
shrub roots are found 
underground. Moles, voles and 
mice are the biggest (actually 
smallish) culprits. They also 
like roots of succulent plants 
and flower bulbs. 

The groundhog, also called 
the woodchuck, is a tunnel 
master who finds any number 
of garden plants appealing 
both above and below the 
ground. 

‘To dispel any illusions at the 
outset: there is no magic 
bullet for the animal pest 
problem, save the sometimes 
tempting but not very humane 
option of actually using bullets. 
‘The. best one can hope for is 
an.appropriate pest 
management solution. 

Pest control options basically 
fall into five major categories: 

Barriers 

Sensory deterrents 

Vegetative deterrents 

Animal deterrents 

if;you can’t beat ’em, join 
‘em 

Barriers 

Barriers are the most 
straightforward and many say 
the most effective deterrents. 
The strategy is to make it 
impossible for the critter to 
getito his dinner. 

For deer, a fence is the best 
deterrent. A deer fence should 
be at least seven and a half 
feet high, and an additional 
overhang of chicken wire is a 
good idea. The most effective 
deer fence is a double fence. 
Deer can either jump 
something very high, or 
something very wide, but can’t 
do both at once. Two fences 
(one high ‘and one moderately 
high) spaced about three feet 
apart are recommended. 
(Don’t worry, the deer see two 
fences and don’t jump, so they 
don’t get caught inside.) 

)Garden centers and other 
retailers also carry various 
types of plastic fencing and 
riétting that might be 
appropriate. It is also possible 
to have an electric anti-deer 

t t 


fence installed. But this isn’t 
recommended for areas where 
there are small children or 
close neighbors. 

For groundhogs and such, 
fences don’t need to be high, 
they need to be deep. About 
three feet deep should do the 
trick. 

Chicken wire is another 
favorite barrier material. This 
can be used to form a cage 
over young plants, or an 
underground cage in which to 
protect bulbs from burrowers 
It’s perfectly acceptable to 
place a sheet of chicken wire 
right on top of the planting 
The bulbs will be smart 
enough to find their way right 


Some people take a casual 
(but very effective) approach 
when protecting bulbs from 
squirrels: they just throw on 
an old window screen after 
planting and take it up once 
the ground has settled or 
frozen 

Sensory Deterrents 

Of course with all the 
fencing and caging, some 
people think the whole thing is 
too much, turning the garden 
into an outdoor Alcatraz. So 


what else is there? 

Sensory deterrents seek to 
dissuade the unwanted garden 
diner by offending his sense of 
smell or taste or or exciting 
his sense of fear and caution 

The use of cayenne pepper 
and such sprinkled protectively 
on the ground is one method 
some people say works. But 
others point out that this 
method is exceedingly cruel 
Squirrels, for example, can 
easily get the pepper in their 
eyes while trying to rid 
themselves of the noxious 
stuff. Squirrels have been 
known to scratch out their own 
eyes in the process 

Well it’s hard to hate a 
squirrel that much. So, other 
sensory alternatives are in 
order, ones suitable for 

uirrels, other small 
creatures and, of course, deer. 
These include: 

Scattering clippings of 
human hair around the place 
not always a good idea in 
urban settings, where squirrels 
may associate the smell of a 
human with food hand-outs) 

Predator smells, such as 
lion’s dung or urine from the 
zoo, commercially available 


predator scents, or even 
human urine (there’s a guy out 
there who swears by it, but we 
didn’t visit his garden to 
confirm) 


Egg mixtures, either the 
commercially available kind, 
or made up in your own 
kitchen. The idea is, well, 
rotten eggs. You get the idea. 


Irish Spring soap (Why this 
brand? Who knows?) hung in 
little mesh bags around the 
edges of the garden 


All of the sensory deterrents 
have their champions and their 
detractors. Some swear by this 
one or that one, some say 
they’re all a bust. Often what 
works in one garden, doesn’t in 
another. Experimentation is 
the key—and certainly worth a 
try. 


Vegetative Deterrents 

The idea behind vegetative 
deterrents is to surround the 
plants your nocturnal visitors 
like to eat with ones they don’t 
or find repellent 

Deer, for example, don’t like 
thorny things. They also don’t 
eat anemones, astilbes, 


junipers, foxgloves, daffodils, 
ferns, grasses or a whole host 
of things. In fact, there are 
enough things that deer don’t 
eat that you could build a 
cordon around your garden 
Sort of a garden within a 
garden. 

Fritillaria imperialis is also 
something deer don’t like and 
its strong skunky scent is 
repelient to many other 
creatures as well, including 
some humans. 


Squirrels and other small 
creatures won't eat daffodils 
or other narcissi bulbs. These 
are good choices where pests 
are a problem. 


Animal Deterrents 

One could get very 
imaginative on the subject of 
animal deterrents, but why not 
just get a big dog? This is a 
solution that many professional 
growers are beginning to 
embrace. It shouldn’t be a pit 
bull or an attack dog. Just a 
big, frisky fellow given to 
chase. The animal shelters are 
full of good candidates. Better 
yet, get two. They’ll chase a 
deer or a squirrel with twice

If You Can’t Beat 'Em, Joih

One school of thought holds 
that if you feed your animal 
frtends first, they'll leave your 
garden alone. Squirrel feeders 
and other animal feeders aré 
widely available. The idea 
here is to make it so easy for 
them to eat that ravaging your 
garden seems too much effort. 


Some swear by this. But 
others point out that by 
feeding the pest population, 
you encourage them to swell 
their ranks. 


In the end, each gardener 
has to find his or her own 
answers. There’s really no one 
solution. But take heart, 
though the sight of your 
ravaged garden may maké you 
want to unleash your more 
violent nature, there may be 
another way 
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
